Attached is a word document containing all of the independent claims, and which shows the Examiner's 
amendments we propose to have you make. Upon review of the indepent claims - as discussed below - we 
believe a majority of the independent claims have language similar to the last limitation in claim 1 . As such, we 
have only added this language to independent claims 5 and 7. 

A further example of such language is the language in claim 8, which provides "wherein said register allocator 
allocates logical registers for instructions in said program to be compiled, and allocates, to physical registers, said 
logical registers that are live at a procedure call in said program to be compiled are allocated from the bottom of 
the register stack". 

You are hereby authorized to cancel any claims which you will not immediately allow. Based on our conversation 
this afternoon, I understand that at a minimum, you will immediately allow claims 1-3. If those are the only claims 
you will immediately allow, we will take the allowance with only those claims.
